tional Convention. Chicago boasts of nothing in 
the way of a hall to compare with this great 
temple of music, Itis an oblong square with 
curved corners. A gallery extends on three 
sides, and a second gallery across the far end. 
There are three tiers of windows. The roof, 
arched at the sides, is supported by iron col- 
umns, and the whole is plainly but richly fin- 
ished in cherry. The splendid organ extends 
over balf of one end, and its noble tones seem to 
make the whole edifice tremble. The arrange- 
ments for entrance and exit are perfect, being 
from three sides, rendering it practicable to 
empty the vast structure in five or ten minutes. 
The decorations are not so elaborate or profuse 
as were those at Chicago. 
THEY CONSIST OF 

the flags of all nations depending from the wall 
on 4 level with the upper gallery, and at the end 
opposit the platform there is a rather cheap 
portrait of Washington surrounded by. American 
flags, and above the single word Weicome.” 
Immediately in front of the platfor n. facing 
that of Washington, is a picture of “Old Hick- 
ory,” the Democratic patron saint, whose angu- 
lar, stern features and rigid mouth recall the 
shibboleth of all Democratic campaigna, “The 
spolis of the enemy belong to the victor.” This 
picture takes precedence of thatof the Father 
of his Country in this, that in addition to 
being draped with American flags it is wreathed 
in evergreens. Suspended from a line stretched 
across the centre of the delegate floor is a piece 
of pale- blue silk inscribed with the words, “Ohio 
Greets the Nation.” The shields marking the 
position of the respective State delegations are 
of silk, deep dark blue, edged with yellow. The 
press accommodations are inferior to those at 
the Chicago Convention. In the first plave, the 
Chairman’s desk stands on an extension of the 
main platform midway between the press tables 
on either side, though 

THE ECONOMY OF THE NATIONAL COMMITTER 
has been the means of inserting a couple of 
small tables into the space immediately in front 
of the desk. Asamatter of course these two 
small tables are the best in the house, and as a 
matter of course they have been misappro- 
priated, while the verbatim reporters * the 
Associated Press have been relegated to a 
on the left. where they can hear but little that 
is going on, and are obliged to step up onto the 
platform and work under the Chairman's 
nose whenever he is talking. © As 
for bearing the delegates, that is more 
dificult even than at the Exposition 
Building with its echo and the vastnessof the 
hall to contend with. There isa constant and 
truly Democratic Convention confusion in the 
hall, about the platform, and everywhere, which 
makes reporting annoyingly’difficult. A Repub- 
lican Convention in the same hall, by compari- 
son, would de as easy to take asthe average

it“; Gov. Blackburn, of Kentucky. who wouldn't 
take the trouble to affirm or deny his connec- 
tion with the infected clothing affair; Congress- 
man Atkins, of Tennessee; Senator Farley, of 
California; Senator Call, of Florida; Judge 
Regan, of Texas; Bill Springer, of Illinois: Con- 
gressinan Carlisle, of Kentucky; Congressman 
Ainsiey, of Idaho; Congressman Maginniss, of 
Montana; Gen. Brage, of Wisconsin; Robert M.

CAUCUSING. 
THE NEW-YORKERS. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 

CIncINNATI, June 22.—The New York delega- 
tion held two meetings to-day,—one before and 
one after the Convention. The first was impor- 
tant only so far as its action resulting in the 
killing off of one of the too many candidates. 
Judge Pratt was his name; Brooklyn his habi- 
tat, and Senator Jacobs pronounced the funeral 
oration. The Senator was apparently somewhat 
disgusted with things generally, and very 
bluntly told the delegation that, while Brooklyn 
had presented a candidate who was in every 
respect worthy, they have simply ignored bim 
and shoved him one side, but the Brooklyn 
Democracy were faithful to the party, and 
could standany amount of ignoring. There- 
fore, in the interests of peace and harmony, he 
formally withdrew Judge Prutt's name from the 
list of gladiators in the Presidential arena. No- 
body appeared to be very sorry, and another 
candidate is probably now wondering. what he 
“was ever begun for if it was merely to be 
“go soon done for.“ Nothing of further account 
was done at the morning session, the evident 
desire being to put off any choice of a candidate 
as long as possible. 

| ‘HE APTERNOON SESSION 

began at 4:00. The time for action had ar- 
rived, and everybody recognized it. On motion 
of Col. Fellows, of New York, the roll of dele- 
gates was called, and each delegate arose and 
solemnly announced his individual choice for 
President.

PRESS REPORT. 
SPEOULATING AS TO THE PROSPECTS. 

CINCINNATI, June 22.—There is no change in 
the Presidential situation.

This fairly do- 
seribes the situation. There are a score of 
candidates, but no trustworthy indication of 
an agreement upon any one of them. Hence 
all the lightning-rods are out, and no man 
knows where the electric fluid may strike. 

There is no principle involved at Cincin- 
nati as there was at Chicago. When Garfield 
was nominated, the Demoerats were deprived 
of the third-term issue upon which they 
hoped to make their campaign. If Tilden’s 
assumed withdrawal be accepted as final, 
then the Democrats will surrender the only 
issue they have harped upon during the past 
four years,—the fraud cry. On the part 
of the candidates there is a mere scramble for 
office} on the partof the mass of the delegates, 
there is widespread disagreement as te the 
most available man to bring them within reach 
of the spoils. It is possible that Seymour 
might unite the spoils-hunters, but he con- 
tinves to insist that, if there is to be a funeral 
in his case, it shall be conducted in a quiet 
and becoming manner at his home in Deer- 
field, and not under the auspices of the Dem- 
ocratic party In a mournful process ion to- 
ward Washington. 

The question turns upon the ability of the 
doughfaces to carry New York, New Jersey, 
and Connecticut, which will supply the re- 
quisit number of votes in connection with 
the Solid South “ to elect, or upon carrying 
New York and Indiana, which have the same 
number of Electoral votes as the three 
named. The Western men and a good many 
of the Southern men seem disposed to insist 
that the candidate for the first place shall be 
taken from the West, leaving the second 
place to New York. With Tilden and Sey- 
mour out of the way, the New York men 
might assent to this program if the West- 
ern men could unite upon a candi- 
date. But the prospect for this is 
bad. MeDonald, of Indiana, would prob 
ably fill the bill, but the Indiana delegation 
are for Hendricks, and have sworn McDonald 
to abiding loyalty. They don’t Want a possi- 
ble Garfield in their camp. But the Eastern 
men will never agree to Hendricks, who has 
no more chance for the nomination at this 
point in the proceedings than Sherman had 
at Chicago. The Ohio men are divided be- 
tween Thurman and Payne, and the other 
delegations seem to be of opinion that Gar- 
field cannot be beaten In Ohio by anybody. 
The project for carrying either New York, 
New Jersey, and Connecticut, or New York 
and Indiana, would seem to exclude Mor- 
rison, Davis, Palmer, Trumbull, Carter Har- 
rison, and all the other possible “dark 
horses“ from this State, and Field from the 
Pacific Coast. The prospect of an agree- 
ment upon a Western man seems to be ex- 
ceedingly remote. 

Among the Eastern candidates more or less 
eonspicuous are Bayard, Ilancock, Randall, 
Potterof New York, J oel Parker of New Jer- 
sey, and English of Connecticut. Bayard’s 
Copperhead War record, backed up at this 
time by a “Solid South,” would not be a 
strong bid for votes in the doubtful Northern 
States. Hancock’s strength is doubted in 
the essential States like New York and 
Indiana. Potter, of New York, is “small 
potatoes,” and he was last fall defeated as a 
candidate for the position of Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor of his own State. English, of Con- 
necticut, isan ignorant, rich plutocrat, and 
has nothing but his “ bar’l” to recommend 
him. Joel Parker has a “bar’l” also, is 
more of aman than English, and is under- 
stood to have been associated with Tilden in 
railroad-wrecking schemes in such a way as 
to give promise of securing “Old Usu- 
fruct’s” support. Randall, however, seems 
to have the best claim to Tilden’s friend- 
ship, if that be an advantage. | 

The two-thirds rule, if adhered to, may 
produce altogether unexpected results, and 
prolong the term of the Convention. If the 
several factions shall remain steadfast to their 
favorits, or even if there shall be unsystem- 
atic changes, first to one and then to another, 
the struggle will probably be a bitter one. 
Under the two-thirds rule it will require 
practical unanimity to make the selection. 
A movement may be developed to foree the 
nomination upon Seymour, in spite of his 
emphatic protests, on the plea that he is abso- 
lutely the only man who can be elected. If 
the fight goes on for any length of time, Til- 
den’s cafididaey may be revived, and the 
ticket of 1876 urged as the only practical 
method to keep up the fraud issue, Or it 
may be that some “dark horse who has 
not yet been mentioned, or one of the dark- 
est of those who are now regarded as in the 
field, may carry off the prize. In any case, 
it is not impossible that the Democratic party 
will go through along session of watching 
and waiting, and it will be fortunate it it 
shall finally reach a conciusion half as happy 
as that reached at Chicago.

TEXAN JUSTICE. 

There were two characteristics upon which 
Southerners of the ancien regime especially 
prided themselves—yviz.: hospitality to stran- 
gers and chivalry to women. Many of the po- 
litical crimes committed in the South during 
the past few years have indicated an aban- 
donment of both these claims upon the ad- 
miration of mankind in cases of partisan bit- 
terness, But the acquittal of Currie, who 
murdered the actor Porter in a restaurant at 
Marshall, Tex., about a year ago, betokens a 
shameless degeneracy in the boasted chivalry 
of the South in all cases where à man or 
woman of Northern birth or residence is the 
victim. 

The cireumstances of the case are recol- 
lected by most people. Miss Cummins, Mr. 
Barrymore, and Mr. Porter were members of 
a theatrical company traveling in Texas. 
They had finished an engagement in Mar- 
shall, and were taking lunch in the railway 
eating-house while waiting for the train. 
Currie, who was a sort of railroad detect- 
ive, but was known as a loafer and 
desperado, came into the waiting-room in 4 
half-drunken condition and insulted the 
lady. Her escorts remonstrated, and he 
whipped out two revolvers. Both Porter 
and Barrymore protested that they were un- 
armed, and endeayored to avoid the drunken 
brute. The knowledge that his own life was 
not in danger seemed only to incite Currie to 
bloodshed, and he fired repeatedly, killing 
Porter and severely wounding Barrymore. 
There was-never amore unprovoked, brutal, 
and cowardly murder than this. 

Currie was firs; placed on trial several 
months ago, bul the ease was postponed 
upon some trivial ppetext, and it then became 
apparent that an Effort would be made to 
defeat justice. It was thought that the 
essential witnesses against Currie could not 
be produced again. But both Miss Cummins 
and Mr. Barrymore, at a considerable sacri- 
fice of time and comfort, went to Mar- 
shall and gave damning evidence against 
the ruffian. ‘Their expenses were paid by 
some New York gentleman,—Mr. Astor, we 
believe,—who was anxious that justice 
should be done. It would have been more 
creditable to the Southern people if some 
one or more of their own number had shown 
an equal interest in defense of Southern 
justice. The evidence given by Barrymore 
and Migs Cummins was fully confirmed by 
other @ye-witnesses, and the only defense 
made was a plea of insanity which had no 
other basis than Currie’s half-drunken con- 
dition at the time he committed the murder. 
This was sufficient pretext for the jury, 
which acquitted Currie instanter dnd al- 
lowed him to go free. 

Such outrages may, of course, be commit- 
ted in other sections of the country, but no- 
where outside of a Southern State would 
they be permitted to go unpunished. Currie 
would have suffered the penalty of his crime 
even in Texas if his assault had been made 
upon a Southern woman. It is altogether 
likely that the peopie of Marshall would not 
have waited in that case for the slow processes 
of the law, but would have seized the mut 
derer and hanged him to the nearest lamp- 
post. That is the usual Texan method. But 
as it was a Northern lady whom Currie had 
insulted and a Northern man whom Currie 
had Killed, it was not possible to convict him 
of any crime. Is this Southern hospitality? 
Is this Southern gallantry ? Is this Southern 
chivairy ? It is Southern outrage, and it 
ought to be resented, especially by the dya- 
matic profession. The actors ought hente- 
forth to give Texas a wide berth, and leave 
the people of that section to their own re- 
sources for their amusement.

WOW AUSTRIA WOULD DISPOSE OF 
. TURKEY | 


The Austrias papers are at once happy 
and practical in their suggestions as to the 
proper course’to be taken with reference to 
Turkey. Tut Neue Prete Presse, the Frem- 
denblatt, ghd the Vienna Presse have all 
expressed their opinions, and any one of the 
plans proposed would go far towards a per 
manent Solution of the Eastern question, 


with the exeeption of the first, The Neue. 


Prete Presse suggests the deposition of the 
Sultan as a measure that would save Turkey. 
This, however, would only be a temporary 
remedy. If forcible abdication is to be the 
program, the present Sultan should not only 
be deposell, but the entire Turkish dynasty, 
and he should have no successor, and 
every other Turkish official should be 
deposed upon the same condition. 
The proper thing to be deposed is 
Turkish rule, for so long as the Turks are 
in power there can be no satisfactory or per- 
manent settlement of the Eastern question. 
Itis impossible that an Asiatic race, which 
has no affiliation or sympathy with European 
civilization, which in four centuries of time 
has left nota single impression in the arts, 
the sciences, the industries, in education, of 
in progress of any sort to show that it has 
been in Europe, and which has no record in 
history except that of brutality, oppression, 
misgovernment, and war, can ever shape its 
relations to Western civilization so as to be 
in harmony with it. 

The suggestion of the Fremdenbiatt comes 
nearer to the point, in demanding European 
surveillance and control over the Porte. This 
point has also been made with great foree by 
a writer in the Nineteenth Century, to whose 
paper we have referred on a previous occa- 
sion, and is now partially covered by the con- 
ference of the Great Powers at Berlin, which 
is considering the ways and means to compel 
the Porte to carry ont the provisions of this 
treaty. European surveillance and concert 
ef action would unquestionably be an 
effective remedy if the Porte could 
or would carry out referms, but, 
as it wouldn't it it could. and 
couldn’t if it would, the plan simply 
consunies time without result, as it reverts 
to the original condition of things. Turkish 
statecraft has always been based upon pro- 
crastination, cunning, and delay, and upon the 
facility with-which it plays off one Power 
against another, taking advantage of their 
greed and their necessity. Let Europe unite 
and leave Turkey without allies or friends, 
and reform is hopeless. Assume even that 
the wish for reforms existed, the case does 
not change, simply because the Government 
is impotent to make them, either voluntarily 
or under compulsion. It has not even the 
strength to administer its own local laws. It 
has not power enough to punish its worst of- 
ficials or reward its best. To talk, therefore, 
of permanent reforms, even under coercion, 
is useless if not absurd. 

The last proposition, that of the Vienna 
Presse, that, inasmuch as Turkey is near its 
end as a European State, Austria shall go 
in and take as much of it as possible, is very 
sensible, and more nearly covers the ground 
than the others. It is the program that must 
ultimately be adopted, and it is the only pro- 
gram that will make lasting peace and secure 
tranquillity in Eastern Europe. The three 
propositions might be combined in one. Let 
the Sultan and all the other Turkish 
officials be deposed. Then, for the sec- 
ond number on the program, let the Euro- 
pean Powers join in congert of action 
with reference to disposing of it; and, third, 
let them divide it up pro rata among them- 
selves, or erect the various provinces into 
completely autonomous and self-governing 
independencies. Assume the former plan 
and they would come under European influ- 
ences at once. Even assuming the latter, 
their prospects would de infinitly improved, 
as the Christians are progressive and would 
move rapidly forward as soon as the Turkish 
obstacles wefe removed. This is the only 
plan that offers permanent peace: to wipe 
out every vestige of Turkish rule, and either 
give the country to the Christians or divide 
it up among the Powers. The way to re- 
form Turkey is to destroy Turkey as a Euro- 
pean State. 


Tue French Chamber of Deputies has done 
a politic act in passing the Amnesty Dill. 
The Communists who are included in this 
amnesty are the worst of their class and num- 
ber but a few hundreds at most,—the more 
moderate ones having been allowed to re- 
turn from timeto time. They have, how- 
ever, been already severely punished with 
nine years of exile and imprisonment. As 
compared with our method of punishing 
Rebels, their penalties have-been extremely 
rigorous. We punished no one, although 
their efforts were directed against the very 
existence of the Government, and they have 
expressed no contrition since. They were 
allowed to go to their homes unmo- 
lested, have been readmitted to political 
office, and have all the powers and privileges 
of Union men. The sturdiest Rebel has the 
same rights as the man who fought to main- 
tain the Government, and will have more 
rights if the Democratic party comes into 
power. It was the crowning test of the 
strength of our form of government that it 
could condone the offense of treason, thouch 
it mustered thousands upon thousands in 
its ranks. Surely the French Republic 
ought to bé sufficiently well grounded and 
strong to remit the penalties of a 
few hundreds, after they have been 
endured already for nine years. Gam- 
betta is right in his declaration that a 
tombstone should be placed over the crimes 
of the Commune, andif the French people 
are true to themselves and to republican 
principles they will bury Communism at the 
forthcoming election so deep that there will 
be no danger of its resurrection. With am- 
nesty as an accomplished fact, and with the 
Communists under the shadow of the Gov- 
ernment, it can disarm them by acting fairly 
and lenientiy with them; or, if they are dis- 
posed to make further trouble, it can the 
more readily suppress them. If the French 
Republic dare not allow a few hundred men 
and women te return to Paris for fear of 
their conspirades against the Government, 
it must be weak indeed.

o well-known businessman, in discussing 
the mattor yesterday, ex himeeif ve 
freely as to the effect upon the city, not only 
a faijure to give a full count of the population, 
but to secure important statistics. “ The ro- 
sult of an underestimate of the population,” 
said he, will be to convey abroad the false idea 
that during the past ten years St. Louis has not 
advanced in population and general p ty 
with other great cities of the country, whereas 
the panic was felt here less than elsewhere, and 
progress has doubtless been greater than in 
other places.” 

Take the buildings of American cities togeth- 
er, and they do not much exceed six persons to 
each. If St. Louis has 62,664 buildings, it would 
indicate about 377,000 inhabitants, which we pro- 
sume is not far from the actual truth. In Ohi 
cago there are fully 80,000 houses, indicating a 
population of six times that number. Another 
pretty accurate test of population is a Presi- 
dential election, which always calis out a fun 
vote,—except in such Southern Democratic 
States as Mississippi and Alabama, where the 
Republicans are not permitted to vote. In 1876 
the vote of the City of Chicago andthe County 
of St. Louis compared as follows:

THE RIVER. 
ITS FILTHY CONDITION. 

The reversal of the pumps at the Fullerton 
avenue conduit Monday has had no perceptible 
influence on the river, for it was as offensive 
yesterday as it had been for days before, and 
complaints were equally as numerous. The City 
Engineer examined the North Branch at various 
points, expecting to find the stench in course of 
abatement, but reported that he could notice 
no change except that the farther north he 
went the clearer the water appeared to be. He 
is satistied, however, that there will be a change 
in the next forty-eight’ hours, so far as the 
North Branch and main river are concerned, 
but he has no idea that anything short of the 
immediate expenditure of the $100,000 appro- 
— for pumping-works on the South Branch 
will give that locality the slightest relief, for the 
scum on the water was several feet deep. 

Dr. De Wolf, in speaking of the condition of 
the river, said he had never seen it worse, and 
entirely agreed with Mr. Cregier about the ef- 
fect of the Fullerton avenue pumps. In reply 
to the question as to whether he apprehended 
any danger to the water-supply from pumping 
from the river to the lake, he said he did not, 
and that he had paid considerable attention to 
the subject. He rode along the shore in the 
vicinity of where the conduit empties into the 
lake some weeks ago, when the pumping was 
being done as now, and the line of the 
filthy water was clearly marked, it being 
at least a mile this side of the Crib. He did not 
think it possible that the filth could reach the 
Crib from the conduit, but thought it far more 
likely to reach it fromthe mouth of the river 
with the current se way.
